form as-inevitably to threaten injury, 
for the mere fact that a combination 
has secured practically complete con- 
trol of a necessary of life would vmtier 
any circumstances show that such 
combination, was to be presumed to be 
adverse to the public interest. It is 
unfortunate that our present laws

As the law now stands it Is undoubt-

The first 
purely income tay law was passed by 
the congress in 1861, but the most im- 
portant law dealing with the subject 
was that of 1804. This the court held 
to be unconstitutional. 


The question is undoubtedly very in- 


tricate, delicate and troublesome. The 
decision of tho court was only reached 
by one majority. It is the law of the 
laud and of course is accepted as such 
and loyally obeyed by all good citizens. 
Nevertlveless. the hesitation evidently 
felt by the court as a whole In coming 
to a conclusion, when considered to- 
gether with previous decisions on the 
subject, may perhaps Indicate the pos- 
sibility of devising a constitutional In- 
come tax law which shall substantially 
accomplish the results alined at. The 
difliculty of amending the constitution 
Is so great that only reitl noccsslty can 
justify a msort thereto. Every effort 
should be mado In dealing with this 
subject as with tho ^ >joct of tho 
proper control by tho national govern- 
ment over the uso of corporate wealth 
in Interstate business, to doviso Icsls- 
Intlon which without such action shall 
attain the d«slred ond, but If this fni)» 
there will ultimately bo no alternative 
to a conatttutlon.il amendment.
